Pre-dawn vandalism aimed at Firestone, employes

Vandals hurled bricks, slashed tires and spray 
painted automobiles Thursday in a series of pre­ 
dawn attacks aimed at the Firestone Tire & 
Rubber Co. and its employes in the area. 
Damage was in the thousands of dollars. 
Officials of the striking United Rubber 
Workers disclaimed any responsibility for the 
attacks. Others said they were unaware the 
destruction occurred. 
In Pottstown the cars of two plant supervisors 
were vandalized at their homes and the tire 


company’s retail store on Firestone Boulevard 
was badly damaged. 
Other reports of vandalism came from 
Reading, where the windows of a another retail 
store were smashed and from Palm, Mohnton 
and . Shillington where Firestone supervisory 
personnel live. 
For the Pottstown men, Kenneth Miller, 928 
Hale St., and David P. Lees, 806 N. Franklin St., 
it was the second attack on their property in 
several weeks. 
“I don’t see how it could be our guys,” said 
George Ruyak, recording secretary of Local 336, 


'‘unless we have a couple of goofies.” 
Stephen Rudick, union treasurer, said most of 
the strikers were busy at parttime jobs or 
looking for such work. 
"I doubt they would have time for that kind of 
petty vandalism. They’re mature people," 
Rudick said. 
He said, however, that the union members had 
resigned themselves to the fact they would be 
blamed for the incidents. 
"They take it with a grain of salt. They catch 
hell no matter what goes on." 
The most recently reported incident prior to 


Thursday night’s rampage occurred early 
Wednesday morning. A rubber company truck 
parked near the retail store was painted and its 
tire's slashed 
For Miller, the Firestone supervisor whose car 
was victimized, it was the second attack since 
June 16th when his car was painted and the tires 
cut.Thursday morning. Miller found three of his 
tires slashed again and spray paint covering the 
body of his car parked at his home. The wind­ 
shield was smashed and on it and the hood was

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1,000 wounded Lebanese trapped 


BEIRUT, Lebanon 
(AP) — About 1,000 
wound ed pe r son s a re 
t r a p p e d w i t h o u t 
medicine or running 
water in the siege of a 
Palestinian refugee 
camp, an injured 
Swedish nurse in the 
camp said Thursday. 
S p eak in g over a 
m ilitary radio, Eva 
Stahl, 27. who lost an arm 
and broke a leg during 
shelling of the heavily 
fo rtifie d cam p by 
Christian fighters, said 
400 to 600 have died in the 
24-day assault on Tel 
Z a a t a r cam p. Her 
husband, a guerrilla, was 
killed in the siege. 
The dead a ad wounded 


are crammed into two 
underground hospitals. 
"This is really hell. 
Please tell the Red Cross 
to do everything they can 
to take out the innocent 
wounded and dead,” she 
said.The nurse talked in 
Swedish with Swedish 
correspondent Anders 
Hasselbohn over a radio 
used for communications 
between the Palestinian 
guerrilla defenders of the 
cam p and guerrilla 
headquarters in west 
B e ir u t. N e w sm a n 
Mohammed Salam of 
The Associated Press 
also participated in the 
interview.

The co n serv ativ e 
Christians claim the 
camp was a fortress used 
by radical guerrillas and 
Lebanese revolutionaries 
and seem determined to 
neutralize it. The diehard 
defenders, estimated at 
anywhere from a few 
hundred to more than 
1,000, have shown equal 
determination to hold out 
despite the terrible losses 
and apparently hopeless 
military situation. 
Nurse Stahl said she 
guessed there were still 
30,000 to 35,000 persons 
trapped by the siege, 
mostly civilians. She said 


about 40.000 shells have 
landed in the camp area 
during the siege. 
"It is hard to tell, but it 
seems the camp can hold 
for a while,” she said. “It 
is dangerous but not 
hopeless.” 
The Red Cross tried 10 
days ago to organize a 
truck convoy to take out 
Tel Za a tar’s dead and 
wounded under a tem­ 
porary cease-fire, but the 
project collapsed when 
the cease-fire failed to 
c o m e a b o u t. T he 
C h ristian s and the 
alliance of Lebanese and 
Palestinian guerrillas 
blamed each other for 
failure of the mercy 
mission.

In Lower-Upper Frederick Townships 
Legality of subdivision questioned

The M o ntgom ery 
County Planning Com­ 
m ission this week 
questioned the legality of 
a subdivision in Lower 
and Upper Frederick 
Townships recorded June 
10 in the Montgomery 
County Courthouse. 
The subdivision, of a 
property owned by 
developer Anthony 
Gambone, breaks a 172 
acre farm , located 
between Route 73 and 
Krause Roads, into 15* 
lots ranging in size from 
10 to 16 acres. 
Although the plan has 


been sanctioned by 
L o w e r F r e d e r ic k 
Township officials, the 
U p p e r F e e d e r i ck 
Township portion of the 
subdivision was never 
a pproved by anybody, 
according to Kenneth B. 
Hughes, senior planner 
at the county planning 
commission. 
Hughes said the Lower 
F rederick Township 
solicitor, Howard Kalis 
3rd, ruled that the sub­ 
division did not fall 
within the jurisidiction of 
any official body, ac­ 
cording to the state 
municipalities planning 
code. 


The code states that all 
subdivisions must be 
approved by the local 
municipal govering body, 
with the advice of the 
local and county planning 
boards. 
However, subdivisions 
of 10 acres or more used 
for agricultural purposes 
do not require any of­ 
ficial approval unless 
they fall within a right-of- 
way or require new 
streets or easements. 
F or th at reason, 
Hughes said, Kalis ruled 
that 
Lower Frederick 
T o w n sh ip had no 
authority to review 
Gam bone ’ s s u bdi vision.

Hughes said, however, 
that the solicitor for the 
M ontgom ery County

NEW YORK (A P )-A t 
Jimmy Carter’s bidding, 
the Democratic National 
Convention acclaimed 
Sen. Walter F. Móndale 
its vice presidential 
nominee Thursday night, 
and cheered the ticket on 
to cam paign battle 
a g a i n s t 
t h e 
Republicans.. 
Móndale took up his 
new mission, declaring 
th at "our days of 
discontent are past,” that 
the Carter ticket will 
restore honesty and 
decency and openness to 
American government. 
Móndale came on to a 
tw o-m inute ovation, 
stood sm iling and 
waving, and drew cheers 
again when he pledged 
“that I will do everything 
in my power to help elect 
Jimmy Carter the next 
President of the United 
States." 
Louder still came the 
roar in response to 
Mon dale’s pledge that 
Democrats will restore a 
government that tells the 
truth and obeys the law, 
to serve Americans “who 
have just lived through 
the worst political 
scandal in American 
history and are now led 
by a President who 
pardoned the person who 
did it." 
The Minnesota senator 
was nominated by ac­ 
clamation vote after a 
convention roll call that 
gave him 2,871 votes, to 
191 for an assortment of 
other names. The vice 
presidential vote was a 
foregone conclusion, for 
the presidential nominee 
had spoken. Carter said 
he settled on Móndale 
with nary a doubt that the 
senator was the best man 
to be his running mate. 
Three other Democrats 
were entered in vice 
presidential nomination, 
but only as gestures to 
gain tu rn s at the 
microphone for their

Carter had announced 
his choice of Móndale 12 
hours before, answering 
the only question the 
Democrats had all week. 
"...I have no doubt that I 
have made the right 
decision," Carter said. 
He said he had changed 
his mind three times 


before settling on the 48- 
year-old senator from 
Minnesota. But Carter 
said his thinking turned 
inexorably to Móndale in 
the days before the 
decision. 
And Humphrey, in 
whose political service 
Móndale joined his first 
campaign 28 years ago, 
delivered the nominating 
speech to complete what 
he called a turning-point 
ticket. 
“This ticket of Carter 
and Móndale, under the 
D em ocratic banner, 
represents the final 
reunification of North 
and South," he told ap­ 
plauding delegates. 
At a final session on 
party rules, the con­ 
vention voted for a 
c h a n g e in 
t h e 
presidential prim ary 
election system in 1980. 
The move was opposed 
by Carter and by party 
leaders, but Democratic 
re fo rm e rs won its 
adoption on a voice vote. 
It was not an issue to grip 
the attention of delegates 
at the cocktail hour. 
The rule forbids the 
selection of future 
Democratic convention 
delegates under a system 
that awards all delegates

cancellation for about 1,500 years. 
When the Olympics were revived in 1896, 
all concerned with making them a success 
vowed to keep them on a high, idealistic and 
athletic plane. 
It 
hasn’t 
always 
worked. 
Fans 
can 
rem em ber many recent departures—the 
effort by Adolph Hitler to use the gam es to 
prove Aryan superiority in the 1930s, the 
intrusion of “ black power” in the 1960s, the 
slaughter 
of 
nine 
Israeli 
athletes 
by 
terrorists and the banning of South Africa 
from the gam es in more recent tim es. 
Each of these exhibitions of causes or 
misguided nationalism has chipped away at 
the Olympiad ideal. So does the decision by 
Canada to downgrade the athletes and 
spectators from the Republic of China on 
Taiwan by refusing them the right to exhibit 
their national origin by the use of flags and 
em blem s. Canada does not recognize the 
Republic of China. 
The issue is not a bilateral one but an in­ 
ternational one. The Olympics belong to the 
world and all athletes who meet the gam es’ 
standards are entitled to compete without 
regard 
to their citizenship or 
political 
beliefs. Indeed, one of the purposes of the 
Olympics is to foster this kind of in­ 
ternational amity. 
The Republic of China is a de facto nation 
which is a responsible m em ber of the world 
community and its athletes have competed 
for many years in the world’s athletic 
arenas. 
It would be a travesty if Canada’s decision 
stands. Even if it does, it is hard to see how it 
can hurt the political aspirations of the 
Republic of China— which presumably are 
secure. 
It is easy to see how the exclusion of 
Taiwanese athletes from Canada can hurt 
the Olympics.

When Pottstown’s bicentennial com m ittee 
incurred a loss of $25,000, Mrs. Mary Helen 
Ziegler, executive director, laid it to lack of 
sophistication. 
That 
was 
kindness. 
For 
Pottstown never was known to drag out 
mattress-hidden treasure to spend on a good 
tim e. If the fun was free, well, that was a 
horse of a different aroma. 
Take 
Pottstown’s 
rather 
ignominous 
record in the field of charity in the past 25 
years. In all those years, Pottstown met a 
United Fund quota only three times. Twenty- 
two tim es campaigns failed; and charities 
fell with the loss of contributions. 
In those years the quotas were not large. 
They varied from $145,000 to $316,000. Those 
are inconsequential amounts. For if the 
Pottstown area would subscribe as much as 
the national United Way average, more than 
$1,000,000 would be raised. 
(That's one 
million dollars.) But the big-money people 
never rallied to bring to light the “ hidden 
m oney” Pottstown is alleged to hoard. 


United Way officials, 
solicitors, those 
volunteers who take snubs without batting 
an eye, are dedicated in their work. They 
seek to mine the dollars. But they take 
seering beatings. 
I recall an appointment the late Jack 
Ludwick made to “sell” the fund to a Pott­ 
stown 
industrialist. 
Ralph 
Spare, 
UF 
secretary and I went along to add weight. 
“ L et’s 
take 
it 
easy 
h ere,” 
Ludwick 
cautioned. “ This guy’s a good giver.” 
At the appointed time we were ushered 
into an ornate board room in the plant. In­ 
stead of the industrialist greeting us, an 
underling advised: “I’ll take the m essage.” 
The three solicitors desultorily told their 
tale. They were saddened by the snub. They 
never heard the result, if any. 


My experience with a wealthy person, one 
of the richest in the community, cam e after 
UF officials deplored a $350 annual gift from 
the millionaire. 
“ You’re his friend, see what you can do to 
get a more reasonable gift,” I was told. 


It w asn’t easy. But for four years hand- 
running, the “ philanthropist” was egged into 
increasing his gift until it reached four 
figures, a breath-taking level to some. 


The approach becam e so easy that I 
decided to shoot the works. So, an ap­ 
pointment was made and I found the con­ 
tributor seated before his desk, pen poised 
for action over a large, old-fashioned check 
book. 
After the amenities were concluded, the 
contributor said: “ I know what you are here 
for. What did I give last year?” I explained 
the need was greater than the previous year 
and a large gift should be forthcoming. He 
nodded. 
“ What do you think I should give?” he 
asked. Without hesitation I replied: “ Five 
thousand dollars.” 
There was a dread silence. The m an’s 
breath halted in mid-inhalation. The hand 
stiffened over the pen. His head sagged, his 
eyes closed over the book. I feared he was 
going to have a stroke. Then some color 
cam e back into his cheeks and he leaned 
back into the chair, gazed at me and sighed: 


“Oh, no, I couldn’t give that. You see, I’ve 
retired and no money is com ing in.” 


I exhulted, but only because he won over 
apoplexy. The UF didn’t do so well, but at 
least it was getting a lot more than it had in 
the preceeding 10 years.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A study of the 
Food and Drug Administration reveals a 
wide range of contacts between FDA em­ 
ployes and regulated industries over the 
past two years, The Washington Star said 
Thursday. 
The preliminary study, a copy of which 
the Star obtained under the Freedom of 
Information Act, found that “ more than 
one-fourth” of 45 professional staff mem­ 
bers questioned about prior employment 
had worked for drug companies. 


Loan bill signed 


HARRISBURG (AP) — A bill creating a 
110 million loan fund for volunteer fire, 
rescue and ambulance companies was 
signed Thursday by Gov. Shapp. The 
measure authorizes loans of up $35,000, at 
an interest rate of two per cent a year, for 
the purchase of equipment and vehicles. 
For fire trucks, the loans could not run 
more than 10 years and could not be for 
more than half the cost of the truck. For 
other vehicles, the limit is $15.000. For 
buildings, it’s $40,000.

Some time ago I ran a quiz in this column 
for readers to test themselves on their ESP, 
or psychic abilities. There were 10 questions 
involving such things as dream s that have 
predicted 
future 
events, 
premonitions, 
possible communication with those who had 
died, encounters with 
apparitions, 
and 
other phenomena. A score of 40 or more out 
of a possible 50 points would indicate strong 
potential psychic ability. 
I received so many interesting letters as a 
result of the quiz that I haven’t been able to 
thank each one personally. I’d like to extend 
a general thanks to all those who wrote in, 
and share some of the results. 
1 was surprised at how many people 
reported intense personal experiences of a 
psychic nature, such as dreams of a 
member of the family dying at the exact 
moment of the death, premonitions of ac­ 
cidents that were to follow, appearances of 


or communication with loved ones who had 
died, finding lost objects by clairvoyance 
and 
other 
events. 
In 
addition, 
many 
reported high scores of over 40 points. 
Underlying these letters, there seemed to 
be a sense of relief on the part of the writers 
who welcomed the chance to get things out 
in the open, but feared discussing anything 
psychic with friends or family. 
One woman from New Zealand wrote, for 
exam ple, “ I guess I feel more confident 
about talking about this subject, now that 
I’ve read the questionnaire that you in­ 
cluded in your column. That’s one of the 
benefits you are bringing to all of us, this 
new confidence in sharing what have for too 
long been experiences best not mentioned. 
Anyone who read any books about psychic 
matters used to be considered an oddball. 
It's been wonderful being able to talk about 
these things and actually being invited to do 


so by your column. I’ll be looking forward to 
m ore...” 
The response in the letters seem s to in­ 
dicate that there are many people who have 
had very clear psychic experiences, and 
that 
these 
experiences 
are 
far 
more 
widespread than people believe. Nearly all 
the letters I received indicated that the 
events described had been hidden even 
from close friends. 
I doubt if there are any real statistics on 
the percentage of the population who have 
experienced psychic phenomena. The lack 
of a widespread scientific survey on a broad 
population base seem s to me to be a serious 
omission in the present state of parap­ 
sychology. (If such a survey has been 
made, I have not heard of it.) I’m confident 
that the results of such a survey would be 
startling and would encourage scientists to 
redouble their effort in exploring the field. 


It would also encourage people all over the 
world who are puzzled by their psychic 
abilities. 
Just a random sampling of the letters 
indicates this: “ If you could put some light 
on what is happening in my home, I will be 
most grateful,” writes one housewife. 
**I have gone through your questions in 
your column, and have come up with a 
score of 4 0 .1 would certainly like to learn to 
use my ability in this field a lot more,” 
writes another. 
“ I have always been interested in the 
psychic, but have never tried to develop 
this. Where can I find advice on this?” asks 
a third. 
Such letters support my conviction that 
we all have powers that could be used 
creatively and constructively if we were 
encouraged to use them and not to hide 
them as we have done in the past.

Oh. that was funny! 
But it sure shows you the kind of people who 
have moved into certain echelons of state 
government. 
The California State Board of Education 
conducted a survey of seventh graders—then 
berated the youngsters for not knowing better. 
But the youngsters proved smarter than the 
educators who were asking the questions. 
California State Board of Education sample- 
surveyed 12.656 seventh graders. One of the 
multiple-choice questions on the survey was: 
“ Is 
the 
United 
States 
a 
representative 
democracy, 
a 
parliamentary democracy, a 
direct democracy or a dictatorship?” 
Now the board published, with a proclamation 
of chagrin, the results of the survey. 
The state educators say they are distressed to 
learn that "only 43 percent answered correctly 
that 
our 
country 
is 
a 
rep resen ta tiv e 
dem ocracy.” 
T w e n ty - e ig h t 
p e r c e n t 
had 
sa id 
a 
"parliamentary dem ocracy.” Sixteen percent 
had said a “direct dem ocracy.” and nine percent 
had said a "dictatorship.” 
But California State Schools Superintendent 
Wilson Riles expressed official embarrassment 
that only 43 percent had "answered correctly” 
that "ours is a representative dem ocracy.” 
Superintendent Riles and his board will be 
further distressed to learn that the 43 percent 
were wrong—and the California State Board of 
Education is wrong. 
Ours is not a "representative democracy"; 
never was. Ours is a "representative republic.” 
You’ll not find the word "dem ocracy” in any of 
our nation's cornerstone documents; not once. 
Nor is it included in any of our several states’ 
constitutions. 
Ours is a “representative republic.” 
" . . . . and to the Republic for which it stands .. 
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What’s happened is that the California State 
Board of Education allowed its survey to be 
prepared by some people who grew up believing 
anything F.D.R. said. 
And it was he, with the willing compliance of 
his 
partisan compatriots, 
who adopted the 


designation "dem ocracy” hoping that it would 
thereafter be equated with the "Dem ocratic” 
party. 
It was a political embarrassment to F.D.R. to 
be reminded that our nation is a "republic.” This 
tended to endow the Republican Party with a 
prior claim which F.D.R. envied. 
There are several versions of how he set about 
to redesignate our country. One version credits 
Jim Farley with suggesting it but, whoever had 
the idea first, it was President Roosevelt who 
carefully included the word "dem ocracy” in 
most every public utterance. 
Webster never did go along with the fraudulent 
definition. The dictionary continues to identify 
"dem ocracy” as what it truly is: "majority 
rule.” 
Majority rule, of course, is the sam e as mob 
rule. 
Ours is a “social dem ocracy” perhaps, But 
politically, our carefully designed tripartite 
government is a "republic.” 
Another significant inheritance which is being 
dissipated by disuse: 
With the specific exception of the Constitution 
(which purposely confined itself to civil law) 
each of our nation s cornerstone documents 
called 
upon 
the 
guidance 
and 
blessing 
of 
Almighty God. 
If, in the name of separating "Church and 
State,” we also divorce "God and Country” we 
pervert our founders' most noble purpose.

Seeks cooperation 


Recreation for all is philosophy of new local director

W o r k i n g 
on 
a 
philosophy of recreation 
for all citizens. Gerald 
Collincini has ideas for 
sports’ tournaments, 
senior citizens’ volunteer 
service and town-wide 
cultural happenings. 
Earlier this week. 
Collincini was named 
recreation director of 
Pottstown. and during his 
first day on the job 
Thursday he talked about 
th e firm base of 
program m ing which 
already exists. 
"Speaking of what I 
have seen so far, this 
town has very impressive 
recreation facilities, and 
good p r o g r a m s , " 
C o l l i n c i n i s a i d . 
"Basically. I'll want to 
liven up and improve 
what we already have, 
and maybe add or ex­ 
pand.” 
"Coming in the middle 


of July like this," he 
continued, “ I’ll be 
spending the first few 
weeks learning about the 
town’s needs, and then 
will work from ther." 
Already, the youthful 
director has contacted 
the YMCA activities 
director to establish a 
broad base of coor­ 
dination between the two 
of fi ces. 
‘‘Strong 
cooperation between the 
Y and my office is one 
thing to aim for," he said, 
adding joi n tly -ru n 
programs or tour­ 
nam ents may be a 
possibility. 
With his background as 
intramurals director at 
Temple University while 
a graduate student, 
Collincini seems to lean 
toward sports. 
"Soccer leagues are an 
idea for the town. If the 
i nt erest is th e re . 
Baseball is already 
strong, but we could 


expand with tournaments 
and Little 'League all-star 
competitions with other 
municipalities," he said. 


The experience of 
intramurals director will 
p ro v e 
v a lu a b le , 
Collincini said, con­ 
tinuing. "Ill be getting 
into the other aspects of 
recreation also — drama, 
crafts, dance, special 
holiday events like 
parades and senior 
citizens activities." 
The sp ecifics of 
programming depend on 
what is needed and 
desired, he 
explained, 
stressing communication 
with the recreation ad­ 
visory 'board and the 
town’s citizens for input 
into the recreation 
structure. 
"Perhaps when this 
structure is closely 
examined, we'll find the 
cultural angle is what is 
lacking, but 1 really can't 
tell that yet," he said. 


For the senior citizens 
of the com m unity, 
Collincini's ideas include 
a drop-in center, field 
trips and interaction, as 
volunteers, with the 
c h i l d r e n on t he 
playgrounds. 
“They could help with 
some of the games, aid in 
supervising the play 
areas or just tell stories 
with the kids. 
"There is no one thing I 
would like to see em­ 
phasized at this point," 
he continued. "I’d like to 
see a lot of adult par­ 
ticipation — maybe in 
tournaments, such as 
g o l f , t e n n i s or 
volley ball." 
A plus in adjusting to 
the job, according to the 
n e w l y - a p p o i n t e d 
d i r e c t o r , is hi s 
background in Green- 
sburg 
Greensburg, a western 
Pennsylvania parallel to 
Pottstown in size and 


character, is Collincini’s 
hometown, and he spent 
four years working in the 
summer recreation 
program there. 
Another thing in his 
favor could be his age, 
Collincini, 24, said The 
motivation and energy 
characteristic of a recent 
college graduate are 
working for him, but he 
said skepticism among 
the town’s older citizens 
could be a deterrent. 
Collincini was ap­ 
pointed to the position by 
the Pottstown School 
Board Monday night, on 
a recommendation of the 
recreation advisory 
committee. He replaces 
William Pharoah, who 
recently resigned.

Plano regularly brings 
notable speakers in for 
lectures on death and 
dying—for the youngest 
candy striper to the 
oldest ambulatory 
patient. 
"We have to prepare 
the employes even more 
than the patients. They 
have to realize death is 
our business. If there is a 
way of rehabilitation, we 
do it. " 
"If someone says their 
Aunt Marne is coming 
tonight and you know 
their Aunt Marne has 
been dead for 50 years, 
you just don’t say ‘No she 
isn't, that is stupid, get a 
hold of yourself," said 
Lang 
"By tomorrow she will 
have forgotten about 
Aunt Marne. You only do 
something if it .becomes a 
fixation. Then you bring 
the doctor in.” 
A death in a nursing 
home means a death of a 
friend for many patients 
and the directors said 
there is no way to at­ 
tempt to hide the fact. 
One morning at 
Manatawny Manor, one 
staff member asked 
where Mary was. The 
other tried quietly to say , 
"She expired." Ruth, a 
patient sitting nearby. 


answered first, "She died 
last night, poor soul." 
Manatawny Manor has 
three p r i v a t e roo m s, 
which cost $53 more a 
day.The private rooms at 
the county home are left 
empty of regular 
patients. Plano explains 
the rooms are held for 
terminally ill patients, 
noisy patients and 
an y on e who gets 
seriously ill during the 
night. 
The patients thrive on 
the volunteers and 
visitors. 
Pottstown High School 
students are regulars at 
Manatawny Manor and 
Lang says the patients 
love every minute. 
"It is an old cliche, but 
there is some kind of 
closeness a young person 
and an old person have," 
said Lang. 
S a c r e d 
H e a r t 
Elementary School 
students from Royer- 
sford are the county 
home regulars. Plano 
said the nuns bring the 
students over whenever 
they can. For the 
patients, it is 
like a 
sudden surge of grand­ 
children. 
The tragedy of the 
nursing homes is not the 
aging, and not the 
disability. It is the lack of 
someone new to talk to. 
A stranger walking 
down the hall of the 
county home hears a tiny 
voice from the row of 
patients in wheelchairs. 
"I'm Mrs. Durchin, 
I’m Mrs. Durchin. I’m 
Mrs. Durchin." 
Mrs. Durchin just 
wants someone to turn 
around and saying, 


"Hello, Mrs. Durchin," 
and stop for a chat. 
For Lang, the problem 
is not just volunteers. 
"We need more elderly 
volunteers, people who 
could talk about the same 
things, about things that 
interest them." 
“I think old people 
don’t get involved here 
because they are afraid 
of nursing homes, afraid 
once they come in we 
won’t let them out again, 
afraid to see what really 
sick old people look like." 
"The Reporter" is a 
st a ff-written ne wsletter 
from the county home 
which gives patients a 
monthly insight into who 
is doing what throughout 
the complex. 
Steve, on north five, got 
a write-up for the day his 
daughter, her daughter 
and his daughter's 
daughter’s daughter 
visited, just a sampling 
of his three children, four 
grandchildren, and 10 
grea t-grandchi Id re n. 
Gertrude, on north 
four, is anticipating a 
visit from her son and 
family from Germany. 
Frances, on north four, 
is showing off his 1912 
license tag, the 90th tag 
issued in Pennsylvania’s 
history. 
On Mother’s Day, the 
county home’s two oldest 
ladies, W’alker, 98 and 
Clara, 97 were presented 
pink corsages. 
And 22-year-old Susan 
on North two, unable to 
speak because of auto 
accident injuries, is 
making terrariums for 
friends. 
Lang and Plano 
swallow their share of 
com pi a ints from f a m ili.es 
and the backlash of 
newspaper stories about 
living hells passed off as 
nursing homes. 
"The criminals should 
be exposed," said Plano.

“ But som etim es it 
creates more problems 
for the legitimate and 
ethical operators than 
the unethical ones. 
People tend to generalize 
and we get hurt. There is 
a certain amount of 
unfairness in it.” 
But the worst backlash, 
said Plano, is from the 
government. 
"There is a flood of 
ridiculous regulations 
which are both difficult 
and costly. The cost of 
care is legislated up..*" 
Ca.re at the county 
home goes from zero 
dollars to $25.45 a day for 
patients who need skilled 
nursing care. If a patient 
can pay, they do. If not, 
the county does, with 


$2,300,000 in medical 
assistan ce in 1975. 
Another $1,400,000 came 
from paying patients last 
year, said Plano. 
The family problem is 
common, said Piano. 
"Families tend to have 
guilt complexes. They 
are saying they can’t do 
any thing for the parent, 
so, by God, we have to do 
more than we are." 
A few patients will say 
they are bitter, that there 
is nothing more to be 
happy about, A husband 
or wife has just died, or 
their families seldom 
visit. One woman an­ 
swered only, “I was left 
hereto die." 
But most are helpless 
in front of the staffs' 


efforts to keep them 
going,. re h a hi lita ting a. n d 
smiling. 
The county home 
monthly buses patients to 
Veteran’s Stadium for a 
Phillies game. Weekly 
trips go to Walebe Farms 
for ice cream and to 
Phoenlxville for shop­ 
ping. 
There is a regular list 
to sign for shuffleboard 
tournaments, pool games 
and other events. 
Priests, ministers and 
rabbis command the 
chapels each day. Not a 
denomination is missed 
in bi-weekly services. 
There are rosary hours, 
Bible clubs, Sunday 
school lessons and 
concerts from church 


groups, by far the most 
frequent, visitors. 
The patients in oc­ 
cupational therapy paint 
ceramic candleholders, 
pots and jew elery, 
needlepoint tapestries 
and sell all they make for 
low prices in the gift 
shop. They get a cut from 
each sale. 
"Happy? Yes, I am 
happy, I love it here. 
There is so much to do, 
and the people are very 
nice. All my friends are 
here,"’ said Ruth. 
Clarence is more cagy. 
He taught Pottstown 
youngsters in school for 
almost 45 years and he is 
98, unable to walk fast 
and an avid reader . 


A nurse comes over to 
pamper him, trying to 
flatter him into tucking 
his blanket around his 
legs. 
As she walks away, 
Clarence smiles and 
says, "You have to 
humor them. They mean 
the very best, but 
sometimes they worry 
too much." 
The only sadness is 
their eyes, watching the 
door open, watching to 
see if the person coming 
through the do-or is 
coming to visit them. 
They look up briefly, old 
eyes ready to glimmer, 
then look back at their 
television.

Depending on your 
needs, the type of plan 
and your budget, one of 
these health insurance 
policies 
well 
may 
be 
excellent for you. 
If 
you’re an older person, 
you, more than others, 
should 
consider these 
plans, for you may not 
have access to adequate 
coverage through 
an 
employer — and you 
cannot rely on Medicare 
alone 
to meet 
your 
medical expenses. 


But you must, for your 
own protection, evaluate 
the various plans. And 
you 
must get expert 
advice particularly on 
the 
“ pre-existing con­ 
ditions exclusion" clause 
— for this one provision 
can mean the difference 
between a good policy for 
you and insurance that 
may be of only limited 
value. 
A 
pre-existing con­ 
ditions exclusion is most 
commonly used by in­ 
surance companies of­ 
fering 
insurance 
to 
everyone who applies for 
coverage, regardless of 
health. 
The exclusion 
permits the company to 
offer this coverage while 
protecting itself from a 
heavy load of early 
claims by persons not in 
good health. If you had to 
meet 
a 
company’s 
physical-medical history 
requirements, you might 
be refused coverage. Or 
you might be required as 


a condition of coverage to 
accept a rider excluding 
coverage for one or more 
conditions. 
If a policy does contain 
a pre-existing conditions 
exclusion, 
study the 
details. They vary widely 
among companies. 
Q. What is excluded? 
A. Some policies will 
not, for a varying period 
after issuance, cover any * 
condition 
that 
first 
manifested itself before 
the insurance coverage 
became effective. This 
means that some con­ 
ditions for which you 
haven’t even seen 
a 
physician may be ex­ 
cluded. A cough, a lump, 
itching, etc., may be 
symptoms of medical 
conditions not covered. 


More usual is a policy 
limiting coverage only 
for conditions for which 
you 
have 
received 
medical 
advice 
or 
treatment. This would 
include such conditions 
as diabetes for which you

Trudeau's concession may be enough for Taiwan 


MONTREAL (AP) — The Canadian govern­ 
ment gave in a little, and the door was held open 
to the Taiwanese Thursday night to compete in 
the Olympic Games after all. 
Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau, softened and 
said the Taiwanese can use their own flag and 
anthem. But he still insisted that the name China 
must not appear in any form, on their shield at 
Saturday’s opening ceremony. There was no 
assurance, however, the Taiwanese would ac­ 
cept Trudeau's concession. 
“ We are the Republc of China Olympic 
Committee, and that’s the only way we can think 
of ourselves,” said Victor Huen, secretary of the 
Taiwanese delegation.11 But everybody is giving 
a little bit to save the Games, and, after con­ 
sulting with Taipei, maybe our people will' 
compromise, too.” 
The U.S. team will compete. Philip 0. Krumm, 
president of the U.S. Olympic Committee, an­ 
nounced at a news conference there is no longer 
any plan to pull out the Americans in sympathy 
with Taiwan. 
The International Olympic Committee (IOC) 
was expected to vote Friday in favor of changing 
the rules to allow the Taiwanese to march as 
“ Taiwan" instead of “Republic of China.” It 


needs a two-thirds majority from the 69 mem­ 
bers present and the IOC still has to persuade the 
Taiwanese to agree. 
Krumm, a central figure in the moves to solve 
one of the worst crises in Olympic history, ad­ 
mitted the chances of persuading the Taiwanese 
were “rather dim .” 
“ Bui there is always hope, and there is always 
some light if the door is left open,” Krumm said. 
The Taiwan crisis, which has become more 
tense and more threatening to the Olympic 
movement with each day in the past week, 
suddenly slackened with Trudeau’s climb-down. 
All along he had been saying the Taiwanese 
must not call the mi selves the Republic of China, 
must not use their flag or their anthem. Com­ 
munist China’s animosity to Taiwan, and the 
strong trade links between Canada and Peking, 
were the root cause of Trudeau ’s policy . 
Lord ^Cillanin, president of the IOC, bitterly 
denounced the Canadian government for failing 
to honor a promise, made seven years ago, to 
allow all recognized athletes into Canada for the 
Montreal Games. 
The 
Taiwanese 
insisted 
they

not 
abandon their name, flag or anthem. Canada 
said in that case they could not come in. 


A phone call from Kill an in to Trudeau Thur­ 
sday morning broke the deadlock. The Prim e 
Minister agreed to give way on the flag and the 
anthem. 
Later Trudeau told newsmen in Ottawa: 
“ They can fly what flag they want and play what 
tune they want, but let them not call themselves 
represent!vet of China.M
